Don’t be influenced by the beginnings of a subtle 
campaign to convince the majority of Canadian people 
that the Crows Nest Pass freight agreement is a great 
injustice to Canada as a whole. We have heard the re¬ 
ports of the President and Vice-President of the CPR, 
where it is claimed that this instinctive legislation is so 
antiquated, dating back to 1899, and places such a 
burden upon the railways through its fixed freight 
rates on Canadian wheat and wheat products being 
transported to the Lakehead and to the Western sea¬ 
port terminals. The railways say they have figures to 
prove that this business is hauled at a loss . . . but 
they don’t tell you of the massive tonnage that is 
hauled from Eastern Canada to the Pacific Coast at 
even lower rates than the Crows Nest Pass rates on 
Western Canada wheat. They do not tell you that more 
than 90 percent of the industrial traffic, which is 
largely concentrated in Ontario and Quebec, is hauled 
at a lower rate than the Crows Nest Pass freight 
rates. No wonder Ontario and Quebec did not join the 
dissenting voices of the other eight provinces in pro¬ 
testing against the request of the railways for that 
19 percent increases in rates that yielded them 17 per¬ 
cent.-We hope Prime Minister Diefenbaker will have 
the intestinal fortitude to venture into Canada’s 
freight rate structure and uncover many of the in¬ 
equalities towards the consuming public. At the 
moment, it is one of the greatest tragedies in the 
Canadian economy. —Camrose Canadian.

Steelworkers in Hamilton, Ont., went back to 
work recently after nearly three months on strike for 
more pay. 

Under the terms of the new contract, each man 
stands to gain $758 in increased wages between now 
and expiry of the contract in August, 1961. 

But, while they were idle, the strikers each lost 
wages to the tune of $1,100. Thus, even when the next 
three years earnings are taken into account, the cost 
of the strike to each man and his family is well over 
$300. 

Could there be a more eloquent commentary on 
the futility and senselessness of such strikes in this 
day and age?
